Alan Davidson and Jimmy Rooney 
both will miss Australia’s two games 
against Mexico next month after 
being injured in the Philips Cup 


match between Heidelberg and 


Hellas at Olympic Park on 
Wednesday night. 


Rooney, 33, captain of Australia, is 


out for at least four weeks -with a 
torn medial ligament in his right 
knee. X-rays will determines whether 
the crucial ligament also is damaged. 

Rooney said it was his worst injury 
since coming here from Scotland in 
1967. 

In their first league matches since 
the stars’ injuries, Heidelberg fost 
0-7 to Brisbane City and Hollas 0-1 
to APIA last Sunday (see page 6). 

The first game against Mexico, in 
Melbourne on 21 August, would 
have been Rooney’s 100th for 
Australia. He now will have to wait 


until the world tour to notch up his 
century. 

Davidson said he may need 
surgery. “I had a similar injury earty 
in the yoar and ! never really 
strengthened the ankle enough 
because | came back too quickly,”’ 
he said.

While Davidson has little to look 
forward to for the rest of the year, 
Rooney at least has the satisfaction 
of seeing Heidelberg in the Philips 
Cup quarter finals, against Canberra 
after its 2-1 win over Hellas.

CTC7 will offer the tape to the Melbourne channels 
as well. 


Heidelberg president Jim Mangopoulos said: ‘‘! 
have protested strongly to the ASF. 


“We were drawn to play in Melbourne and the fans 
are looking forward to the game. The match would 
draw twice as many people here as in Canberra.” 


Sam Papasavas, president of South Melbourne 
Hellas, which Heidelberg beat 2-1 to reach the quar- 
ter-finals, said: “If the Canberre station ts so keen to 
show the game, surely it can send a crew down to 
Melbourne.” 


Looking at the situation quite objectively, one has 
to marvel at the extent to which the Philips Cup com- 
petition is subject to sudden change.

At the time my wife was ex- 
pecting and I had just moved 
into a new house, so the train- 
ing and travelling com- 
mitment were too much, 

John Barclay contacted me 
and 1 decided to join Frank- 
ston. 

Our first year was fairly av- 
erage but the second year 
there was great with players 
like Tony Young, Noel Mitten, 
Kevin Swinscoe, Danny 
McCluskey and Ged. 

Coaches Fred Bunce and 
Bill Murray got the best out of 
the players by training us in- 
tensively, which really paid 
dividends. 

Frankston tried to do some- 
thing for Victorian soccer by 
bringing out guest players 
Martin Peters and my brother 
Eamonn. 

After missing out on the 
State League title last year 
Frankston offered me good 
terms but I had my heart set 
on going back to PSL football 
and in December I signed with 
Hellas for $3,000.

However there are also a lot 
of average players who bring 
the playing standard down. 

As for the standard of coach- 
ing, there doesn't seem to be 
enough good coaches to go 
around. 

The coaching standard in 
the PSL is quite good but over- 
all the standard is poor. 

I know that I would be a 
better player for doing a 
coaching course because it 
would give me a different per- 
spective on the game rather 
than seeing everything from 
the right-back spot. 

Looking at the Australian 
media I must say that football 
really gets a raw deal and I am 
fed up with having to scan the 
pages of daily newspapers 
looking for snippets of football 
information. 

And what happened to the 
promised TV coverage? 


If we could only get good 
coverage everyone would 
benefit. Just look at the 
number of kids playing the 
game now and think what the 
media could do to give them 
something to aim for! 

A lot has been said recently 
about the format of the PSL 
but the main change I would 
want is to make the league a 
truly national competition, en- 
compassing areas like West- 
ern Australia and Tasmania. 

Sponsorship is the life blood 
of the game here due to the 
poor crowds which provide 
little economic support for 
clubs. 

Still when I look at some of 
Hellas‘s crowds I realise that 
we draw a bigger gate than 
some clubs in the Scottish 
First Division! 

Then again Scottish football 
is fairly stagnant at present 
and I really believe that a Brit- 
ish national league would drag 
Scottish football out of its 
slump. 

It certainly would help 
curtail the mass exodus of 
Scottish talent into England. 

It annoys me that Scottish 
players have to leave Scotland 
to gain recognition. 

uch has been said here 
about the question of ethnic 
names and I firmly believe 
that names like Hellas should 
remain, After all it is what the 
supporters want and they are 
the people who help keep the 
game and the club going.

The only other scoreline to 
match this one was in 1977, 
when Marconi hammered the 
Bergers 8-1. 

City would have started this 
match hoping for at best a 
draw after losing two thirds of 
its midfield when Frank Pim- 
blett and Larry Gaffney failed 
to recover from injuries the 
previous week against New- 
castle United, 

Player-coach George Potter 
moved himself into the mid- 
field, Kevin Low returned 


right back, and Steve Perry 
took over Potter’s sweeper 
role, 

Heidelberg of course was 
without Socceroo skipper 
Jimmy Rooney. Without him 
Heidelberg, for most of the 
match, was like a ship without 
a rudder. 

But even allowing for Roo- 
ney’s absence one would think 
a side like Heidelberg, with 
five current Socceroos, would 
have been able to produce 
something a little better than 
this pathetic effort. 

It is hard to nominate a City 
player of the match, but if 
forced to, it would have to rest 
between David Ratcliffe, Joe 
Palinkas and Barry Kelso.

Iron man Allan Maher missed 
his first game since the PSL 
began in 1977. He sat on the 
bench, wheezing with the ’flu but 
comforted by Marconi’s fine 
first-half performance. 

Maher's unbroken run ended 
after 108 matches. He had been 
the only ever-present player in 
the league. 

Paul Degney, Jim Muir and 
Ivo Prskalo also missed this 
match because they were in- 
jured. The. new Marconi com- 
bination saw Jim Cant being re- 
tained as left back, Bertie Ma- 
riani moving back to the stop- 
per’s position, Tony Henderson 
playing sweeper and Eddie 
Krneevic returning to the at- 
tack. 

That combination looked good. 

It played with a’ lot of enthu- 
slams and deserves to stay to- 
gether for the Cup game against 
St. George on Sunday and the im- 
portant league game against 
leader Sydney City on Wednes- 
day night. 
Coach Les Scheinflug then will 
know whether this team can 
maintain last Sunday's form or 
whether that form was due 
mainly to J.U.S.T.’s pathetic 
performance in the first half. 

Certainly Marconi found it 
more difficult in the second half 
after coach Rocco Ille had reor- 
ganised. 

With the score at 3-0, Ille took 
off sweeper Jim Kriaris and left 
back Chris Petrov, replacing 
them with Igor Hazabent and 
Slobodan Jovanovic. ' 

Jim O'Reilly moved from 
midfield to the sweeper's posi- 
tion and J.U.S.T. started mark- 
ing man-to-man, abandoning the 
zone defence which had been a 
disastrous failure. 

Yet even then, Marconi would 
have scored three more had 
Peter Sharne and Mark Janko- 
vics not shot right at goalkeeper 
Dennis Boland from point-blank 
range. 

It was Boland who saved 
J.U.S.T. from what easily could 
have been a record PSL defeat. 

While he was J.U.S.T.’s best 


player, Peter Sharne and over- 


lapping left back Jim Cant were 
best for Marconi, followed close- 
ly by Mark Jankovics and Gary 
Byrne. 

Eddie Krncevic had a success- 
ful game in his return from his 
third suspension of the season, 
and J,U.S.T. defender Kirl 
Kyriakouleas also deserves prai- 
se 


He fought harder than any of 
his team mates, with the pos- 
sible exception of Mirko Ruje- 
vic, and often prevented goals 
with his tough tackles and his 
tight marking of Krncevic. 

Former national team goal- 
keepr Ron Corry, standing in for 
Maher, had only two shots to 
save — by Hazabent and Konda- 
rious. 

But it was Kondarios’s worst 
match of the season.

Gary Cole were kept in con-
